(outrol several more miles of coast, as 
the result of a hot engagement with 
the Filipinos, who are now in retreat 
to the south. The warships assisted 
the troops and drove the enemy from 
Bacoor. 


Shortly before nightfall' the Four- 


teenth swam the Zapote river, and 
yelling like madmen they charged and 
carried the trenches. The swim and 
charge were under the protection of a 
heavy artillery flre. The enemy began 
to run. before the men of the Four- 
teenth had emerged from the water. 
A few moments after this gallant band 
had struck the shore the Ninth and 
Twelfth came across and sent volley 
after volley into the ranks of the fly- 
ing insurgents. About 70 dead natives 
were found in the trenches. A number 
of 5-inch smooth bore guns, marked 
"U. S. navy yard," were captured by 
the Americans. 


The broken bridge was mended and 


the Twenty-first crossed the river, be- 
ing assigned with the Ninth to guard 
the bridge. As these two regiments 
were getting into company formation 
the insurgents began to flre from the 
jungles. 
The 
Twenty-first 
formed 


quickly, gave a cheer and rushed into 
the woods. 


The Filipinos 
fought 
desperately, 


but were finally driven a mile away. 
The American loss was 10 killed and 
40 wounded. 


General I^awton, with his staff and 


a troop of the Fourth cavalry, started 
to ascertain the nature of the insur- 
gents' position. 
He rode five miles 


along the coast to Bacoor without dis- 
covering the enemy. He found the 
town full of white flags, hut there were 
no soldiers there. 
The women 
and 


children who had fled to the woods 
during the bombardment were camp- 
ing in the ruins of their homes. The 
shells had almost knocked the town 
to pieces. Tlie big church was wreck- 
ed and many buildings were ruined. 
Even the trees and vshrubbery were 
torn as by a hailstorm. 


Several hundred women and chil- 


dren came into the American lines for 
refuge, and the road from Bacoor was 
covered all day long with processions 
of them on foot arid in carts, driving 
animals and carrying goods on their 
heads. The appearance of the battle- 
field testified to the fierceness oE Tues- 
day's fighting. The trees along the 
river, between the lines, are almost 
torn down by bullets. 


The American officers estimate that 


100 insurgents were killed and that 
300 were wounded during the engage- 
ment. 
The next battle will probably 


be fought at Imus. 
The 
American 


troops will soon control the coast to 
Cavite.

Appoint a Committee to Investigate 


as to Opposition Exchanges. 


M. J. Carney, of Chicago, gen- 


eral manager of the Central 
Union 


Telephone 
company, accompanied 


by J. P. Brennan, of Columbus, was 
in Portsomuth today. He came here 
to inspect the new plant and see 
how the work was getting 
along. 


He said that it had some new feat- 
ures and patents and he was anxious 
to see how they were turning out. 
"They are all right," said Mr. Car- 
ney, 
'''and I am sure the exchange 


here will not • be surpassed by any 
other in this country.'' 


Mr. Carney, in speaking of the 


new company which is seeking to 
establish an exchange here, said 
there was one thing certain, and 
that was, that the men back of the 
company—the promoters—would not 
build the exchange until enough 
Portsmouth money had been secured 
to defray the expense. "They will 
sell their stock in small blocks and 
make the Portsmouth business men 
pay the bills," said he. 
"Before 


the business men invest their money 
they should ' inquire carefully into 
this matter. It is a plain business 
proposition and should be investi- 
gated. 
Let the business men ap- 


point a committee to inquire into 
the merits of the companies, and 
see whether or not rival companies 
are a benefit .to a city. I want to 
say that if they will appoint such r 
•committee I will come here and face 
any man the opposition can produce 
and discuss the question for the en- 
lightenment of the business men."
